Commissioner Varrelmann, in reply to a 
request from E. O. Eames of the Wabash. 
permitted thet railroad to ‘“‘try’’ the two- 
watchmen system at the Delmar, Union 
and Newstead avenues. 

The laxity of the city officials in enfore- 
ing the gate ordinance resulted in a cor- 
responding disinclination of the ratiroads to 
comply with it, preferring, as they stated, 
to use watchmen. 

‘The order jagsued today. however, is 
mandatory, save the assistant street com- 
missioner, and nor-a@-:mpliance will result 
in immediate prosecution,

Crossing Data. 

While the department is looking 
after the enforcement of the gate law Maryr- 
or Wells has taken up the subiect of abal- 
ishing the grades altogether and has wut 
an engineer to work on his plans. 

The engineer Carl Gayler of the bridge 
division of tho street department, is going 
over the city map and marking each .croass- 
ing, investigating the feasibilltv of jsower- 
ing or elevating the tracks. 

When Mr. Gaylor reports the legal ques- 
tions involved will be presented to the city 
counselor and compulsory legislation wil! 
follow in such cases as do not present in- 
surmountable legal obstacles. 


WORK STOPPED ON BRIDGE 
AT EWING AVENUE TRACKS 


The Sarah strect crossing of the Wabash 
Rallroad, where seven lives were lost in 
the wreck of a Suburban car last Satur- 
day, is safe in comparison with the grade 
crossing at Ewing avenue, 

There are 3% tracks in the 
ing avenue, and four roads do 
their switch'ng there—-the Frisco, 
Missouri Pacific and the Terminal. 

There ia one pair of gates, and they 
close only’ the Missouri Pacific tracks 
the southern end of the vards. 

There are no gates at the northern 
of the yards, and ther@® are only 
watchmen on duty at this point. 

There is hardly a minute of the day that 
a train of cars is not passing Ewing ave- 
nue. The Frisco’s meteor, the fast mail, 
lightning express and Wabash shuttle 
trains fiy past Ewing avenue at all hours 
of the day and night at high rate of speed. 

Many pedestrians and teams have occa- 
sion to cross the tracks at this intersec- 
tion, and they take their lives in thelr 
hands every time they cross. 


In February the mupieiee’ assembly 
passed an ordinance authorizing the con- 
struction of a foot bridge over the railron4 
tracks at Ewing avenue. Thus far founda- 
tions nave been erected. The ‘contractors 
stopped work three weeks ago and since 
then have not resumed.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 9%—Four 
women passengers and three trainmen were 
killed and about 35 persons injured in a 
Seaboard Air Line wreck at Catawba 
Junetion, 8. C.

E. Y. BARKSDALE, engineer. 

E ROBERTS, fireman. 

The local passenger, known as No, 41, 
fell through a bridge near the Calawba 
river at 1:30 o'clock this morning. The 
train consisted of five day coaches and a 
sieeper. 

The wreck had scarcely occurred before, 
a freight train, following the passenger, 
fell upon the passenger coaches. 

It is almost miraculous that everybody on 
the train was not killed. 

The company says the wreck was caused 
through vandals tampering with the rail 
joints.

One dress suit, one winter overcoat, one 
black coat and vest. one light sult, five 
shirts, one unset diamond, six handker- 
chiefs marked ‘M,’’ one lady’s wine-col- 
ored shaw!, one large Turkish towel, two 
French books, several letters from Portu- 
gal, invitations to exposition functions and 
photographs of exposition scenes.

He 
had been living at 4141 Olive street, and 
decided to send the trunk in question to 
the residence of a friend at 4711 Vernon, 
there to remain while he was absent from 
the city.

CHICAGO, Sept. $.—Following the sur- 
render of the butchers in their strike 
against the packing houses, the affiliated 
trades who left work in support of the 
butchers, called off their strike and all 
workmen at the stockyards applied for 
their old jobs this morning. 

Vice-President Smith of the ment cut- 
ters’ and butchers’ union said tha vote of 
of conference board of the allied trades 
council to bring the trouble to an end 
was unanimous. President Donnelly has 
telegraphed the decision to all tte eities 
where the workmen have been on strike 
As many as could be given their old 
places were immediately employed. Those 
whose places had been successfully filled 
will have to wait until there is room for 
them. 

The Grrender of the butchers makes no 
provision for these men beyond the guaran- 
tee from the packers that they wlil be em- 
ployed as soon as possible. 

The order calling off the strike was is- 
sued by President Donnelly with the tele- 
graphed consent of the executive commit- 
tee of the union. In issuing it, President 
Donnelly announced that his men were de- 
feated and the only hopes of preserving 
the union were to call off tho strike.

The strike was called May 2 io enforce 
a demand of the skilled workmen in the 
packing houges that common laborers u/! 
be paid 18% cents an hour. ‘The demand 
had been refused by the packers, but, ufter 
several days’ idleness on the part of the 
men, an agreement to arbitrate was 


reached. 

The men reported for work. but as 
amployment was not at hand for all men 
instantly another walkout was ordered. 
Thev have since been out of work at a 
loss in wages of %,.000,000. During this time 
the packers’ loss is estimated at 87,500,000. 
About 56,000 men have been involved, 26,000 


in Chicago. 

After the second walkout the full serious- 
ness of the situation became apparent. 
Butcher werkmen in all cities were called 
out and in many cities the affiliated trades 
left their work at the packing plants in 
sympathy. 

A great drawhack to the strikers was 
the seeming unsatisfactory arrangement for 
caring for their own members who needed 
help and disaffection was soon evident. 
Strikers deserted the unions to join the 
strike breakers who had been smuggled 
into the vards. 

At no time during the strike, 
the efforts of the strikers, did 
shortage over the country ecem 
s-iious feature. 

Saturday last the New York strikers 
voted to return to work, and Immediately 
after came reports from different cities af- 
fected, that a conference had been held be- 
tween the leaders in the strike and hack. 
oe. at which the setttlement was agreed 

upon. The packers denied the conference 
insisting that for three wecks they had 
considered the strikers too certainly de- 
feated to treat with them at all.

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FIRE ESCAPES ON SCHOOLS. 


Building Commissioner Heimburger 
Insists That the Right Kind of 
Outside Escape Is Safer Than 
Inside Iron Stairways. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Referring to the article of Mr. Robert 
Moore, acting president of the Board of 
Education, in a recent issue of your 
paper, I wish to call attention to the fact 
that the law does not specify that fire 
escapes shall be outside winding stair- 
ways as would be inferred by reading 
the article in question, but, to the con- 
trary, straight outside stairways which 
may be made as safe as inside stairways 
ace preferable, and as to ladders, the law 
does not admit their use as fire escapes. 
The intention of the law is to make these 
outside stairway® a means of exit, only 
in case of fire, smoke or gases cutting off 
the regular inside stairways; so they could 
not under any circumstances become ‘‘a 
source of danger, and not of safety’ as 
Mr. Moore claims, and the statement is, 
therefore, misleading. as it is evident that 
these outeide open stairways would not be 
used unless escape were cut off from the 
regular means of exit by fire or smoke, 
which may oocur in any building, either 
fireproof or ordinary wood construction. 
Mr. Waterworth is quoted as saying: ‘No 
exterior fire escape known to me, compares 
with these fireproof interier stairs in a fire- 
proof school as affording aafe and speedy

made to claim that these outside stairs 
could not be made equally as safe and 
afford equally as speedy exit from the 
building In case escape is shut off from 
the interior stairs by smoke caused by fire 
in any part of the building. Would it not 
ibe best to have easy, straight, open, out- 
‘side stairways that could not be affected? 

Why so much stress upon the fact that 
these stairs are fireproof? This does not 
offer any additional safety to the lives of 
the inmates of the building, for should 
there be sufficient heat to burn the most 
common wood stairs, such means of exit 
would be cut off regardless of their con- 
struction. As to schools of ordinary con- 
struction, Mr. Waterworth is quoted as 
follows: “I would consider the interior 
stairways the safest and most expedious 
exit under ordinary circumstances. There 
would be littie cause for excitement in 
using the ordinary means of exit; there 
would be more or less excitement in using 
the dizzy exit of a fire escape.” 

Again I would ask, {n cases of circum- 
stances out of the ordinary, where exit is 
cut off by fire and smoke (and it is usu- 
ally cut off by smoke), would it not be 
wise to have additional exits in the shape 
of good etraight outside stairways thet 
would not confine the smoke, heat and 


gases” 

It is evident the law does not anticipate 
exit under ordinary circumstances and I 
cannot understand why such arguments 
are advanced against fire escapes. 

While the danger from fire is lessened 
in fireproof buildings. many cases can be 
recalled showing they are not safe. The 
danger to life is not alone in the burning 
of the building, Dut of the contents as 
well, and we have no asfurance that our 
fireproof buildings will at all times be 
clear of combustible furnishings, the usue!l 
fuel for heat and the ordinary accumula- 
tion of furniture, fittings, etc, which may 
be stored in the basement and other parts 
ef the buildings.
